In 
fact, only twenty -sev en p er cent of 
the land of this country cap able of 
being farmed is now under cultiv a­ 
tion. The remaining 7 3 p er cent does 
not include 61,000,000 acres which 
are non-tliable, but v aluable for p as­ 
ture or fruit g rov ing . 
The most 
thoroug hly 
cultiv ated 
states are Illinois and Iowa where 
for ev ery acre tilled there is 1.6 un­ 
tilled. Indiana is nex t with a ratio of 
one to 1.8 ; in New York it is one acre 
tilled to 2.4untilled, and thai p rop or­ 
tion is g eneral throug hout New Eng ­ 
land. Arizona has the g reatest p ro­ 
p ortion of untilled land, hav ing 7 6 7 
av ailable acres idle for ev ery acre on 
which crop s are now raised. In New 
Mex ico it is one to 6.1. 
The entire United States, ex clud­ 
ing foreig n territory , contains about 
1,9 00,000,000 acres. Of this about 60 
p er cent or 1,114,000,000 acres.is 
estimated to be tillable, 
including 
that which, thoug h not tillable at 
p resent, may be made so by clearing 
irrig ating or draining . About nine­ 
teen p er cent is tit only for fruit or 
forag e crop s and 21 p ercent will 
p robaby nev er be of.ajfty n.-c from 
an ag ricultural standp oint. 
An ex tensiv e study of methods of 
p rev enting the shrinkag e of cattle 
ship p ed on the hoof has just been 
concluded by 
the Dep artment of 
Ag riculture. 
The methods p romise 
to sav e hundreds of dollars to the 
farmers and stock raisers. 
Heretofore it has not been un­ 
common for a steer to 
reach 
the 
stock y ards weig hing from 60 to 7 5 
p ounds less than when it 
left 
tin* 
farm, but by p rop er feeding 
this 
may be materially reduced. 
In 265 ship ments of cattle, com­ 
p rising 19 ,000 head, the loss rang ed 
Irom 2.14 to < p er cent, dep ending 
on the leng th of the time the cattle 
were enroute, the treatment they re­ 
ceiv ed euroute, and what they had 
in their stomachs when they started. 
Steers show less 
shrinkag e 
than 
cows but tiie difference is not as 
g reat as many ship p ers sup p orc. 
“ If cattle are to be in transit 24 
hours or long er, it is a g ood p lan to 
feed about two bales of nice brig ht 
hay for each carload a few hours 
before loading ,'' is the adv ice of the 
Dep artment. “There is 
no 
way of 
entirely p rev enting shrinkag e, but by 
judicious care in the handling and 
feeding the cattle just p rev ious to 
ship p ing the shrinkag e may be les­ 
sened. 
The shrinkag e of feed cattle 
does not differ g reatly from that of 
rang e cattle fed for equal p eriods of 
time. 
Cattle fed on silag e hav e a 
larg e g ross shrinkag e 
but 
usually 
‘fill’ so well when fed at the market 
that the net shrinkag e is small. Pulp 
fed caftle shrink 
more 
in 
transit 
than any other class of cattle and 
also show a g reater net shrinkag e. 
For a long 
journey 
the 
eominqn 
method of unloading for feed water 
and rest is p referred to the use of 
‘feed and w ater cars.’’ 
Efforts to dodg e the boll weev il by 
p lanting cotton late hav e been p rov ­ 
ed fruitless by the g ov ernment bur­ 
eau of entomolog y , in sp ite of the 
theory that p rev ails v ery 
g enerally 
throug h the south. 
In fact the most 
recent ex p eriment 
along 
this 
line 
shows that late crop s are a decided 
disadv antag e. 
In one field in Louis­ 
iana last 
y ear 1125 
p ounds 
were 
p icked from an acre that had been 
p lanted early , while in an adjourn­ 
ing field that that had been p lanted 
late the y ield was but 6^0 p ounds 


p er acre. 
In another instance a field 
p lanted May 22 p rqduced but one- 
fourth of a bale p er acre, thoug h in 
19 11 when p lanted a month earlier 
it g av e half a hale to the acre. 
Chickens and p otatoes and ev en 
strawberries and currants from Al­ 
aska are among the p ossibilities of 
the future, say s the Dep artment of 
Arg iculture, which is conducting a 
series of ex p eriments in that coun­ 
try . 
One of its four stations there 
is within 7 5 miles of the Artie cir­ 
cle, and ev en there many v arieties of 
cereals and 
v eg etables 
hav e 
been 
g rown. 
Altog ether there are ap p rox im ate­ 
ly 100,000 s<juare miles of 
tillable 
land in Alaska and 
the 
territorial 
homestead laws alolw the settled to 
file on 
320 
acres. 
The 
g reatest 
drawback is that only a small p er­ 
centag e of this land is along the 
southern coast where the climate is 
least sev ere, the raountainsth there 
being v ery near the coast line. 
The Dep artment also rep orts fully 
on the dreary side of life 
for 
the 
insular farmer. 
The sp ring 
thaws 
make trav el imp ossible, the long win­ 
ters reqire frost building s for p eop le 
and liv estock, the. g nats and mos­ 
quitos make the summers almost un- 


eudurable at seasons, and the land 
must be cleared of much heav y moss 
which hurts the crop s if p lowed un­ 
der.

In dian apolis, In d., Feb 18 — If the 


commu n ities n ow* workin g on the bill 


board problem get what they start­ 


ed ou t after, the resu lt probably will 


be a recommen dation to- the state 
legislatu re that it p a s s a law* regu ­ 
latin g billboards. Members of a com­ 
mittee appoin ted to in v estigate the 
legal statu s of tlie billboard dis­ 
cov ered, they said today , that while 
there is an ordin an ce in this city 
gov ern in g it, it has n o legal statu s in 
the state. 


On e of these committeemen told 
the Un ited Press that n o rev en u e is 
obtain ed by the city or state from 
the two large compan ies doin g busi­ 
n ess in In dian apolis, an d that the 
on ly ou tlay these compan ies are pu t 
to is a n omin al ren tal to the own er 
of the v acan t lot an d the cost of bill­ 
board-. 


As an in dication of the size of this 
in du stry , it was reported that the 
v alu e of the billboards in In dian a­ 
polis alon e was $150,000, an d that 
the an n u al rev en u e accru in g to the 
compan ies gav e them a han dsome 
div iden d. 


“Probably the on ly way to regu ­ 
late the billboard problem will be 
throu gh a state law,” said a member 
of the committee. This committee 
sprin gs from a n ew organ ization — I 
j so n ew that it has n ot been n amed. 
| It Was foru ff'd to tight unsight ly biii- 


J boards. “We can hardly ex pect to I 
tou ch the matter in In dian apolis in I 
an y other way , for it wou ld be u n ­ 
reason able to thin k 
that 
chan ge the n ew bu ildin g 
< cn tly perfected.” 


His idea was tbsit a state law liv ­ 
in g a licen se for billboards wou ld 
allow ev ery city in the state to regu ­ 
late the problem better, for it cou ld 
tax the compan ies an d, u n der the 
proposed law, cou ld regu late the 
an d appearan ce of the boards 
the n atu re ot‘ the pictu res an d ad­ 
v ertisin g matter placed on them. 


This committeeman said he h id 
been to the city bu ildin g an d there 
had discov ered that apparen tly the 
two local compan ies were observ in g 
the law, which merely stated that a 
permit mu st be obtain ed for the 
erection of a billboard.
